Continuation of 2. NOTE: Applicant's arguments regarding claims 12, 16, 20 have been rully considered, however, they are not 
persuasive. Since the discharge aperture of Kutsuzawa et al. comprises a pattern of discharge holes 9, material is expelled from the 
holes as separate strings. Also, Kutsuzawa et al. discloses the discharge pressure being relatively low, however, the discharge velocity 
is driven by the size of the discharge holes, i.e. a smaller discharge hole would allow material to be discharge at a higher velocity than a 
larger discharge hole at the same pressure. Brederode et al. teaches that nozzle composed of stainless steel is well known in the art. 
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
